Southend libraries saved after massive backlash over closure plans 



LEIGH and Kent Elms libraries are 
to stay open after overwhelming 
public opposition to their closure. 

The libraries will be run by a mix¬ 
ture of paid staff and volunteers. 

A council consultation saw thou¬ 
sands of people oppose the propos¬ 
als, which aimed to save cash. 

Adam Jones, councillor for St 
Laurence Ward and one of the 
founders of Friends of Kent Elms 
Library, said he was satisfied with 
the decision of keeping both 
libraries open. 

Mr Jones said: “I’m really 
pleased with this result so the peo¬ 
ple that the two libraries serve are 
not missing out on the facilities. 

“It could have been a case of a 
straight vote to close one or the

other. I think the council have made 
the right choice as the two libraries 
have very different people using 
them. I think both parties, the 
Friends of Kent Elms and Save 
Leigh Library, have put forward 
good cases to stay open too.” 

Southend councillor for culture 
and tourism Derek Jarvis said he 
was pleased with the result of the 
consultation into keeping the 
library service open. 

He said: “The whole review of the 
library service needed to be done as 
it hadn’t been done for 14 years. 

“The outcome of the consultation 
is good, there were some very 


strong voices involved in it. 

“I’m happy with the outcome and 
that people in both areas will keep 
their library services.” 

Under the proposals suggested to 
change library services, one of the 
libraries could have been closed or 
run by volunteers. The option was 
put forward due to the Forum arts 
centre, which includes a library, 
opening in Southend. 

The proposals were put in place 
to make cuts to the authority’s 
library service budget of £378,000. 

The future of Southchurch and 
Westcliff libraries will now go to a 
scrutiny meeting, then full council. 

Thorpdene and Friars libraries 
will be amalgamated at a site in 
Delaware Road.

“The speed of how they get 
to the places is unbelievable.”

Hooded assailant threatened to stab his victims 


E-fit released of 
robbery suspect

AN E-FIT has been released by police of a man 
suspected two street robberies and two robbery 
attempts in Southend. 

In three of the incidents he threatened to stab 
his victims, although no weapon was produced. 

The robber, who is believed to be aged 
between 16 and 21, was accompanied by groups 
of two to four youths who helped to search the 
victims. The attempted robberies both happened 
on Saturday, September 28. 

The first crime was committed at 6pm at 
Queensway, near the bus station, when the sus¬ 
pect and four others, approached two 17-year- 
old youths and demanded money. 

The youths ran off and nothing was taken. 
About an hour-and-a-half later, the suspect and 
three others approached a man at Victoria 
Avenue, demanded money and threatened to 
stab him. The man refused to hand over cash and 
the suspects ran off. 

The same suspect and four others were 
involved in a robbery at Warrior Square at about 
5pm on Saturday, October 19. 

The victim was a 15-year-old boy who was 
ordered to hand over a mobile phone after the 
suspect threatened to stab him. 

The second robbery was at Pier Hill at about 
6.25pm on Tuesday, October 29 when three vic¬ 
tims were approached by the main suspect and 
four others. One of the victims handed over a 
mobile phone and cash after the suspect threat¬ 
ened to stab him. 

Investigating officer DC Mike Buckingham, 
explained that the e-fit is an image of the main 
perpetrator who threatened to stab victims and 
made the demands for money. The officer said: 
“We believe that the suspects might have been 



waiting near Southend High Street and followed 
likely victims to quieter areas. 

“It is possible that they are all from out of the 
area and used the train to get to Southend to 
commit their crimes.” The main suspect is about 
5ft 9in to 6ft tall and of stocky build. He was 
wearing a dark green or black hooded top. 

Anyone who can identify the suspect or has 
information about any of the incidents should 
contact Dc Buckingham at Southend CID or call 
Crimestoppers anonymously on 0800 555111.

POLICE are warning people in 
Southend of a telephone fraud scam 
after people reported dubious calls. 

Four people in Leigh were called by 
men claiming to be from the 
Metropolitan Police or a company run¬ 
ning a competition. 

In three of the cases, a man said he 
was investigating the fraudulent use of 


their bank card and told them to call 
their bank or asked for card details. 

In the other case, the caller claimed 
the person had won some money and he 
needed their bank details. 

All of the people called became sus¬ 
picious and contacted police following 
the calls last Friday. 

Enquiries are continuing and arrests 


have been made in relation to some pre¬ 
vious scams but police continue to 
advise residents to be on their guard 
against phone fraudsters. 

A spokesman for Essex Police said: 
“The police, your bank or any reputable 
company would never phone you to ask 
about your bank details or for any sen¬ 
sitive information like PIN numbers.” 


Woman, 60, 
is injured in 
car collision 


POLICE are appealing for witnesses a traffic 
collision between a woman and a car shortly 
before 5.10pm on Friday (November 8). 

A 60-year-old woman was crossing Acacia 
Drive, outside of Thorpe Bay railway station in 
Southend, when she was in collision with a blue 
Nissan Micra which was travelling towards 
Southend town centre. 

The woman was treated by paramedics and 
taken to Southend Hospital for treatment to 
head, shoulder and leg injuries which were not 
believed to be life-threatening. The driver of the 
car, a 36-year-old man was uninjured. 

The road was closed until 9.30pm while police 
carried out investigations at the scene and the 
vehicle was forensically recovered. Police 
enquiries into the circumstances of the collision 
are continuing and anyone with information is 
asked to call Southend Police Station on 101.

Police should 
be more 
transparent 

NICK Alston is right to con¬ 


sider transparency, something 
lacking in the previous 
administration. There on the 
official website they told us 
that they were neutral in civil 
cases and did not conduct 
evictions -they merely attend¬ 
ed them....ready if called 
upon to maintain the Queen's 
peace. 

A letter from the chief con¬ 
stable to the editor of a 
regional newspaper con¬ 
firmed this doctrine, rebuking 
the paper for trying to 
describe what a police evic¬ 
tion might look like. 

The local MP and the leader 
of Basildon Council were 
said to be upset about this 
misconception. 

Four months later - a task 
force of 700 officers was 
assembled including 300 plus 
in riot gear who tore down 
fences and walls on the site 
in Crays Hill to engage in 
Europe's largest forced evic¬ 
tion. 

What had made the Essex 
constabulary abandon its neu¬ 
tral stance about which they 
were so adamant beforehand 
? 

Although an information 
document was made public 
five months after the invasion 
of Dale Farm in a dawn raid 
there was nothing in it to 
uncover the chain of com¬ 
mand, nothing about who was 
in charge, nothing about who 
made the decision to instigate 
a reversal of normal practice 
and nothing about what turn 
of events led to this singular 
change of police procedure. 

It did mention in a section 


on strategy that the force 
would seek to minimise the 
chances of disorder but 
despite this laudable aim 
employed tactics guaranteed 
to provoke resistance and 
conflict. 

(The customary method is 
begin softly, softly and then 
summon extra assistance if 
that does not work and finally 
call in the heavy mob. 

At Dale Farm, Essex police 
reversed the order of engage¬ 
ments and began by sending 
in the Heavy Brigade. On 
what possible justification ? 

We were told nothing apart 
from a spokesperson mutter¬ 
ing a mantra at every ques¬ 
tioner: “We have intelligence” 
he would say. 

A huge operation,extremely 
costly as Lord Avemore 
pointed out last year and one 
that was a colossal waste of 
public money he declared. 
However the involvement of 
Essex Police has been 
described in the New York 
Times thus: Police evict 
Travellers... and yet no justi¬ 
fication has been offered to 
the British taxpaying public 
and two years have already 
gone by.

LIZ WADE speaks to legendary magician Paul Daniels and | 
his wife, Debbie McGee 


M AGICAL legend Paul Daniels is trav¬ 
elling the nation with a brand new 
show which is not only packed with 
old favourites but also features some new 
tricks that have never been performed in 
public before. 

Paul and his wife, Debbie McGee, set off on 
The First Farewell Tour - From Legend to Leg 
End! in September and will be arriving at 
Queen's Theatre, Hornchurch, for an evening 
to remember on November 17. But is The 
First Farewell Tour a sign that Paul could soon 
be packing up his box of tricks for good? 

“It is the first one... but I will never be able to 
match the likes of the Rolling Stones,” he says. 

While this may be the first farewell tour it 
looks set to not be the last as the show has 
already gone down a storm at other the¬ 
atres. Paul says: “It is completely new and 
really the funniest show we have put togeth¬ 
er. This time we have hit the jackpot. 

“This show is much more comedy based 
but you have to have the contrast of magic 
or you don't have a show.” 

The couple are looking forward to appear¬ 
ing at the Queen's this Sunday with Debbie 
describing it as a “fantastic theatre” where 
they have filmed for television before. 

But asked if they prefer theatre or television 
the pair admit to not having a favourite. Instead, 
Paul says: “I like performing on cruise ships, we 
do two cruise ships a year. There's big theatre, 
little small theatres and Debbie does Radio 
Berkshire. It's the wide variety that we like.” 

And variety is definitely something that 


both Paul and Debbie have enjoyed in their 
careers over the years. 

Paul, who began performing tricks at the 
age of 11 after reading a book on holiday 
called 'How to Entertain at Parties' went on to 
entertain the masses, from tricks for his fellow 
servicemen during his national service to audi¬ 
ences in their millions on prime time TV. 

In the early days he had already got his 
own catchphrase “you'll like this... not a lot, 
but you'll like it” during one memorable 
show. He said: “I was heckled by a man in a 
club in Bradford. By the end of the act I had 
a catchphrase.” 

After opportunity literally knocked for Paul 
when he was spotted by a TV producer, he 
was soon hosting his own show, The Paul 
Daniels Show on BBC1. It is here that he 
met his now wife, Debbie McGee, after she 
successfully auditioned for the role of a 
dancer in the Paul Daniels Summer Show in 
Great Yarmouth. 

But being the 'other half of a magical legend 
is not what Debbie should just be known for as 
her career has been just as successful, if not 
even more varied. After finishing her training at 
the Royal Ballet School, Debbie joined the 
Iranian National Ballet until political reasons 
forced her to return to the UK, the events of 
which are told in the recent film, Argo. 

Once back in the UK she went into the more 
commercial side of dance and appeared on 
many TV light entertainment shows, even 
touring with ABBA. Today her career has 
spanned the widest of show business genres, 


incorporating classical ballet, modern dance, 
cabaret, theatre, television and films, and she 
has fulfilled a lifelong dream as Artistic Director 
and choreographer of the highly successful 
classical ballet company, Ballet Imaginaire. As 
well as presenting the well-known classics 
Swan Lake and Coppelia, Debbie has created 
two completely new classical ballets, The 
Artist’s Dream and Phantom. 

Many achievements have also been enjoyed 
by Paul throughout his career and when I 
asked him how he feels having received all the 
top awards of the famed London Magic 
Circle, Debbie pipes up “Old!” before bursting 
into laughter, but seriously she says this is 
something that Paul doesn't tell people. He 
may be shy about the awards but he is 
undoubtedly proud of them saying “it's great” 
and then going on to add he was also pre¬ 
sented with the prestigious 'Magician of the 
Year' Award by the Hollywood Academy of 
Magical Arts, the first time it has been pre¬ 
sented to someone outside of America. “It is a 
huge achievement” says Paul. 

So how has one of our magical legends 
stood the test of time? Quite simply says 
Paul, “Don't take yourself too seriously, just 
have fun.” 

While it is hard for the couple to name who 
they think is the best magician of all time, as 
Paul declares: “there is always someone 
best for their time” and Debbie adds it is 
“quite hard as there are so many different 
styles”, Paul does reveal that although he 
doesn't have a favourite trick he does like to 


watch levitation. 

Posing a question from my 12-year-old son 
on whether there is such a thing as magic or 
is it all an illusion, Paul says: “Magic is a thing. 
It is actors playing the part of magicians. Yes it 
exists as a play, a film a special effect.” 

But when I ask my eldest son's question of 
how does he keeps his tricks secret Paul says: 
“I'm not going to tell him” before laughing. 

He adds: “The secret of a magic trick is 
not how it is done. Anybody can do a trick, 
the real secret is who presents it and how it 
is presented. How to make it entertainment.” 

Throughout the interview both Paul and 
Debbie opening chat, not just to myself but 
to each other, and I received a narrative or 
what was happening on the other end of the 
line from when Debbie was pretending to be 
a postman before dancing around the room, 
and then stroking his forehead while trying 
to retrieve a wayward hair. 

While the pair have a passion for magic 
they also clearly have a passion for each 
other so I asked them what the secret was 
to their relationship, which has stood the 
test of time of not only living together, but 
working together too. 

Paul said: “Separate bathrooms!” Then he 
added: “It is much easier to have a long 
marriage if you are working together.... there 
is no temptation.”

Wordy script lets 
the side down 


The Counsellor (18,117 
mins) 


A udiences may 
require counselling 
sessions after two 
hours of twisted desire and 
treachery in the company of 
Ridley Scott's erotically 
charged thriller. 

In the film's most memo¬ 
rable scene - not necessarily 
for the right reasons - 
Cameron Diaz's tattooed 
vixen removes her under¬ 
wear, mounts the bonnet of 
her boyfriend's convertible 
and energetically performs a 
gymnastic feat across the 
windscreen that would sure¬ 
ly be better served by a 
sponge or chamois leather. 

"You see a thing like that, 
it changes you," whimpers 
the boyfriend. 

We wholeheartedly agree - 
we will never see Diaz the 
same way again. 

Her all-guns-blazing por¬ 
trayal is accompanied by 
terrific performances from 
Michael Fassbender and 
Penelope Cruz. All three are 
badly let down though by 
Cormac McCarthy's overly 
complicated and wordy 
script, which isn't remotely 
interested in the protago¬ 
nists' emotional turmoil, just 
their suffering. 


It's a far cry from the 
nuances of the Coen broth¬ 
ers' Oscar-winning adapta¬ 
tion of McCarthy's No 
Country For Old Men, which 
elegantly offset his penchant 
for graphic violence with 
macabre humour and rich 
characterisation. 

Fassbender plays a name¬ 
less counsellor, whose girl¬ 
friend Laura (Cruz) tearfully 
accepts his marriage pro¬ 
posal. 

"I intend to love you until I 
die," he gushes. 

That may be sooner than 
Laura thinks because the 
counsellor has invested his 
fortune in a drug trafficking 
operation across the Texas- 
Mexico border. Inevitably, 
the deal goes bad and the 
counsellor is marked for 
death along with two asso¬ 
ciates from the criminal 
underworld: floral-shirted 
playboy Reiner (Javier 
Bardem) and swaggering 
cowboy Westray (Brad Pitt). 

"It's not that you're going 
down, counsellor... it's what 
you're taking down with 
you," Westray remarks 
sagely, before he boards a 
plane bound for London. 

Meanwhile, Reiner is dis¬ 
tracted by his gold-toothed 
girlfriend Malkina (Diaz), who 
owns two pet cheetahs. 


"When the axe comes 
through the door, I'll already 
be gone," she purrs. 

The counsellor looks glori¬ 
ous courtesy of Scott's 
impeccable visuals, but all of 
that style means nothing 
when we can't forge an 
emotional bond to the char¬ 
acters as they wallow 
through the mire. 

Fassbender wrings himself 
dry of tears as he realises 
Westray's words are right: 

"If your definition of a friend 
is someone who would die 
for you then you don't have 
any." 

Cruz is luminous, providing 
sweetness and light to coun¬ 
terbalance Diaz's slinky 
predator. But dialogue is sod¬ 
den with dense philosophical 
musings on the fragility of life 
that don't sound like anything 
normal people would say to 
one another. 

And when one doomed 
player takes an inordinate 
amount of time explaining 
the intricacies of a 
motorised device that tight¬ 
ens around the neck of a 
victim, we know it's only a 
matter of time before Scott 
realises this grisly vision in 
blood-drenched close-up. 

He doesn't disappoint - 
but his film certainly does.

Villa bringing 
history to life 


W E all like to have a nose 
around other people's 
houses, whether its a pal's 
new pad or a stately home, but 
what if you could turn back the 
clock and get an insight into what a 
Roman home actually looked like? 

Well that is exactly what you can 
do in the Kent village of Eynsford 
where, situated along a winding 
country lane and a stone's throw 
from an enormous and quite 
frankly breathtaking old viaduct, is 
a large building hiding one of the 
most outstanding Roman villa sur¬ 
vivals in the UK. 

Set in the attractive surroundings 
of the Darent Valley the villa began 
life in AD 100 and was developed 
over the years to suit the tastes 
and beliefs of its successive 
wealthy owners. 

It reached its peak of luxury in 
the mid 4th Century before falling 
victim to a fire in the 5th Century 
from when it seems to have been 
abandoned. Evidence of the villa 
was first recorded in around 1750 
when the fence for Lullingstone 
deer park was renewed and posts 


were dug through a previously 
unknown mosaic, but it wasn't 
until 1949 when a 12 year excava¬ 
tion project began to unearth the 
entire site, most of which was car¬ 
ried out by volunteers. 

While the villa's kitchen, temple- 
mausoleum, granary and southern 
outbuildings were all reburied, 
most of the main house and its cir¬ 
cular shrine is accessible to visi¬ 
tors. 

Under the protection of English 
Heritage building visitors can 
explore a walkway around the ruins 
from where they can see different 
parts of the villa, including a heat¬ 
ed bath-suite and a house-church, 
and delve further into its past 
thanks to displays about its history. 

Its spectacular mosaics, which 
are lit up by a specially commis¬ 
sioned light show that brings the 
villa to life, can still be seen as well 
as prints of its rare wall paintings 



and a fascinating collection of 
Roman artefacts including two 
busts that are believed to be made 
of Pentelic marble from Greece 
and carved in the Mediterranean 
area, one of which has been identi¬ 
fied as Publius Helvius Pertinax, 
the son of a freedman who rose to 
become a senator and governor of 
Britannia in AD 185-6, appointed 
by Emperor Commodus, which the 
second has been identified as 
Pertinax's father, Publius Helvius 


Successus. 

While the villa's temple-mau¬ 
soleum may be buried once again, 
a coffin containing a Roman skele¬ 
ton found in its cellar can also be 
seen at Lullingstone. While two 
coffins were found only one is on 
display as the other was ran¬ 
sacked by grave robbers in the late 
Roman period. 

If you are visiting the site with 
children then there are plenty of 
things there to help you bring his¬ 


tory to life. As well as being able to 
try traditional board games from 
the period and step into a variety 
of different Roman costumes, chil¬ 
dren can also try their hand at a 
Step Inside Lullingstone Roman 
Villa work sheet, that can also be 
downloaded from English 
Heritage's website before you 
arrive.

Landlord Question. 

When I take a deposit and a tenant moves out what will be allowed to be fair wear and tear 
and not deducted from the deposit? 

Think Property Answer 

Fair wear and tear means making an allowance for: - 

1. the original age, quality and condition of any item at commencement of the tenancy 

2 . the average useful lifespan to value ratio (depreciation) of the item 

3 . the reasonable expected usage of such an item 

4 . the number and type of occupants in the property 

5 . the length of the tenant’s occupancy 

We’d say that there several points to make in addition to this very helpful guidance. Generally, 
you’re not going to be able to claim for the full cost of replacing an item but merely a 
contribution towards its repair or replacement. Secondly, the type of tenant you have taken on 
makes a difference. So, if you’ve let the property to parents with kids or students, people with 
pets or smokers and that was recognized in the agreement, then you can’t penalize tenants for 
behaving as anyone would reasonably expect them to. 

Dealing with delicate edge-cases is a skilful balancing act. But try and be fair. Don’t be a 
quibbler. Don’t forget, your time is valuable too. If you spend several weeks, numerous phone 
calls and not a little stress quibbling over £50, then you’re onto a loser.

O FTEN the cliched labels we give cars 
make no sense at all. Take for 
instance ‘pocket rocket’. This is 
usually reserved for wholly impractical, small 
engined, enticingly fast but cramped car. 

It’s a silly idea. As we enjoy the season of 
mellow mists and three months of late night 
fireworks I think you will find the box warns 
that the pocket is no place for any rocket. 

Or the ‘hot hatch’. Why not call it what it 
is: a performance hatchback? A hot hatch is 
one bought on dodgy documents. 

Then there are ‘gas guzzlers’. Come on, 
let’s be honest and call them what they are: 
really nice cars, often with Kobe-quality 
leather upholstery, television sets and the 
delicate ride of feather on the wind. Okay, by 
owning one you may be draining the oil 
resources of a medium desert. 

So on to our stereotype of the day, the 
‘soft roader’. This one really does wind me 
up. Is it a car made of sponge cake? 

Perhaps these are ideal vehicles for when 
hot summer sunshine melts the tarmac. 

In fact, the generally accepted definition is 
a 4x4 which can’t quite be trusted not to get 
stuck out on its own in a field. 

T he X-Trail, for instance? Well, it has 
many big brothers in the Nissan range, 
but there is nothing soft about the 
X-Trail. It is not a crossover, as in large 
hatchback with jacked up suspension and 
enough all-wheel drive to tackle a muddy 
footprint, or what would be the point of 
Qashqai? Admittedly looks alone suggest a 
car more at home on the road than racing 
across ploughed fields. But with the Tekna 
six-speed manual coming in at £30k you 
have good reason to expect substantial 


knickers with your fur coat. And a fur coat it 
boasts. Electric leather seats add a touch of 
luxury which helps to deflect from a solidly 
constructed but not particularly classy cabin. 

When you line that up with a simple dash 
layout and logical switches it is clear that 
Nissan expects the X-Trail to get it’s knees 
dirty. And it did, along with the dog. 

After a day at the same venue last year it 
took me the best part of Sunday morning to 
scrub a Land-Rover Discovery. 


The Nissan was wipe clean. Well, ish. 

It has a big boot enhanced with an under¬ 
floor storage draw deep enough to be more 
than a gimmick. Tekna equipment includes 
touch-screen infotainment, reversing camera 
and panoramic sunroof. 

Power comes from a 170bhp, two-litre 
diesel engine which could be more refined. 
It’s quick enough at 10 seconds to 60mph. 
It’s a flexible engine and 44mpg is a realistic 
expectation. The range is a huge 631 miles. 


On road ride quality it won’t disappoint 
and 4x4 is selectable and is married to hill 
descent control. No diff lock so there will be 
a point at which the car is at its limit. 

Nobody is going to think you any sort of 
flash Harry or merchant banker in one of 
these and for the money you could better 
enhance your image among badge snobs, 
but the X-Trail is a good worker with space 
and practicality and comfort. 

We’ll call it a medium off-roader.

DAD KNOWS BEST: 
Ford’s new MyKey 
controls new drivers’ 
speed, phone activity 
and even the volume 
of the sound system

A DEVICE which will stop drivers using their 
phone to talk and text from behind the 
wheel has been developed by Ford and will 
be available early next year. 

The high tech gadget is being aimed at 
parents who want to make sure their chil¬ 
dren stay safe once they have passed their 
test. In an industry first, Ford has developed 
the MyKey - a smart car key which can be 
programmed to block phone calls and also 
limit a vehicle’s top speed. 

Road safety research indicates that drivers 
under the age of 25 are up to three times 
more likely to be involved in a fatal accident 
than experienced drivers. 

Other MyKey features restrict the volume 
of a car’s sound system, disable the audio 
until seatbelts are fastened and give alerts at 
critical speeds and when fuel is getting low. 

The system will be introduced on the latest 
Fiesta early next year before being rolled out 
to other Ford models. 

Ford says the ‘Do Not Disturb’ feature on 
the MyKey is designed to help parents 


encourage younger drivers to concentrate 
on the road ahead by reducing phone-relat¬ 
ed distractions. The system works by block¬ 
ing incoming phone calls or text messages 
from a Bluetooth-paired mobile phone, 
diverting calls to voicemail and saving text 
messages on the device for viewing later. 

“MyKey adds a new dimension to auto 
safety by giving drivers standard technology 
that encourages safer driving and limits their 
exposure to risk, regardless of age or expe¬ 
rience,” said Peter Patzelt, Ford system 
architect for MyKey. 

“MyKey can give parents peace of mind 
when they hand car keys over to their kids, 
and ‘Do Not Disturb’ enables parents to 
control another risk factor when their child 
gets behind the wheel.” 

The key can be used to restrict a car’s top 
speed to 80mph while it can also be pro¬ 
grammed to sound warnings at set points 
between 45 and 70mph. The MyKey pro¬ 
gramming is done via the car’s master key 
allowing parents to restrict use of the car to 
driver’s using secondary keys which cannot 
be used to override the commands.

Sciatica
